REPORT OF THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 


To the Citizens of Merrimack County: 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State 
of New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Merrimack 
County herewith present the annual report of the 
County Commissioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of 
Farm and House of Correction, Clerk of the Superior 
Court, Sheriff, Jailer, Solicitor, Farm Physician, Chap- 
lain and Auditors for the year ending December 31, 
1916. 


CouNTY FARM. 


At the beginning of our -report it becomes our sad 
duty to announce the death of Superintendent Fred G. 
Evans, which occurred at the farm on Christmas morn- 
ing after a brief illness. Mr. Evans entered the em- 
Pereetne County, December 9, 1903 and, together 
with Mrs. Evans, has been continually employed there 
since, which is a record for continued service. 

Mr. Evans was appointed Superintendent March 1, 
1909. From the date of his appointment he devoted 
his best efforts to the betterment and improvement of 
the institution and in which, we are glad to say, he was 
highly successful. He enjoyed the respect of all con- 
nected with the farm as well as that of a large ac- 
quaintance throughout the County. With his passing, 
Merrimack County loses a_ consciencious, faithful, 
efficient servant and the community at large an up- 
right and honored citizen. 

The report of the Superintendent on another page, 
which has been prepared by the Matron, Mrs. Ada E. 
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Evans, shows that the number of people at the institu- 
tion during the past year has not been quite so large 
as in some years past. The buildings are all in ex- 
cellent repair and will probably not require any great 
outlay for some time. The herd of Holstein cattle is 
being constantly improved and the county now has a 
herd of which it need not be ashamed.

FINANCES OF THE COUNTY. 


For the first time in practically all its history, we 
are able to say that Merrimack County is free from 
debt. The last outstanding bond was paid in October 
and there are no notes against the County. All bills 
which were presented for payment on the 3lst of De- 
cember have been paid. The Treasurer had a cash bal- 
ance of $15,346.45 in his hands at the close of business, 
eo-od, 1910.

In addition to the commitments made during the April

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1916, Term, the other cases in which indictments were 
found by the Grand Jury were disposed of by the Court 
by the imposition of fines and costs and in some cases by 
the imposition of sentences to be suspended during good 
behavior, and in other instances the cases were contin- 
ued for sentence in the discretion of the Court. 

At the October, 1916, Term of the Superior Court the 
Grand Jury returned the following list of 40 indictments 
against 21 respondents:

The other cases were disposed of according to their 
merits in the discretion of the Court on recommendation 
of the Solicitor. 

In State v. Geo. V. Hill the cases were not disposed of 
during the time I was Solicitor on account of the ill 
health of the respondent. 

In accordance with your instructions I settled the 
cases of W. J. Holmes v. Merrimack County, including 
damages and costs, for $229.88, and the case of F. E. 
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Holmes v. Merrimack County, including damages and 
costs, for $139.44. 

In re Estate of Mary Storin I appealed on behalf 
of the County from the decree of the Probate Court. 
That appeal is now pending in the Superior Court and 
was ready to be disposed of in regular course at the 
April, 1916,Term. You will recollect that you asked me 
for an opinion as to the rights of the County and I ad- 
vised you that under the law the County is entitled to 
the entire $533.75 involved. Counsel for the Storin heirs, 
however, has been negotiating for a settlement and the 
Chairman of the Board authorized me on behalf of the 
County to state to council for said heirs that if the 
executor would pay over to the County the sum of $400 
the case would be compromised on that basis. This has 
not been done during the period of time covered by this 
report and the matter is still pending. 

There were as usual varied appeals from Municipal 
and Justice Courts throughout the County. ‘These 
were disposed of by the Court according to their various 
merits. ! 

Having decided not to again be a candidate for County 
Solicitor I became a candidate for membership in and 
was elected to the House of Representatives for the 
1917 session. Accordingly in order to obviate the pos- 
sibility of any embarrassment whatever in the perform- 
ance of my legislative duties I tendered my resignation 
Bewseleitor 10 take effect January 1, 1917. My resig- 
nation was accepted and Mr. William W. Thayer, who 
had been elected my successor, was appointed by the 
Court to fill out the unexpired term. 

In addition to the desire on my part not to be the hold- 
er of these two public offices at the same time, there was 
another reason for my resignation. Under the law as 
it is now the Solicitor for Merrimack. County takes office 
April ist following his election in November. The 
Court comes in on the first Tuesday in April in Merri- 
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mack County and the new Solicitor is confronted with 
the heaviest Grand Jury session of the year with but 
scant time to prepare himself to present intelligently 
a large number of cases for the consideration of the 
Grand Jury. It seems to me that the Solicitor in this 
County should take office on January Ist next following 
his election in November, so that he will have from Jan- 
uary to April to familiarize himself with the duties of his 
office, and be able to handle the County’s business at his 
first Grand Jury session with efficiency and despatch. 
Accordingly I have introduced a bill in the Legislature 
providing that the County Solicitor of Merrimack County 
shall hereafter take office January Ist next following 
his election. ‘This bill has passed the House and is up 
for hearing in the Senate. I can think of no reason why 
it should not pass, as my successor by reason of his ap- 
pointment by the Court will have had a full two year 
term by January 1, 1919, and I confidently expect that 
hereafter the law will be changed in this respect. 

I am as firmly convinced at the close of my four years 
as Solicitor as I was at the close of my first year of 
the necessity of.a State Police Foree. Icaused@amomt 
to be introduced in the Legislature of 1915. This bill 
did not pass. I have drafted a bill and have introduced 
it under my own name at this session of the Legislature 
and I find that the subject is arousing much more atten- 
tion throughout the state this year than ever before. 
I was very much gratified to note that Governor Keyes 
in his inaugural address advocated the creation of such 
a body of police and the prospects for the passage of this 
bill are much brighter.
